Russia's Version of Law 
Upholds Consul Ouster

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20—(NANA)—Soviet Russia’s own inter- 
pretation of international law as late as a year ago led to the U. Ss. 
ouster of the Soviet Consul General in New York. 

That is the inside story of thers

Lomakin as recounted today by 
State Department ‘fmternationa’ 
law advisers. 

Lomakin, they revealed, violatec 
Russia’s own conception of the in- 
ternational law governing consular 
officials when he snatched a So- 
viet schoo] teacher from a rest 
farm and defied a writ of habeas 
corpus to produce her issued by a 
New New York court. 

The law was laid down by the 
Soviets last year in a volume on 
international law published by the 
Moscow Ministry of Justice. It 
stated unequivocally that “a con- 
su] is not a member of the diplo- 
matic corps and does not enjoy 
diplomatic immunities.”’ 

In other words, explained an of: 
ficial, Consul Lomakin was sub- 
ject to the laws of the United 
States, irrespective of his national- 
ity. He had no right to defy a 
court erder and no right to refuse 
police requests to enter the N. Y. 
Consulate. 

As the Soviet authorities them- 
selves see it, Consul General Lo- 
--makin’s rights against police visits 
and seizure and his protection 
against court prosecution were no 
broader than those guaranteed ev- 
ery American citizen under the 
-U. S. Constitution. 

When Lomakin became involved 
‘in the alleged kidnaping of Mrs. 
Oksana Stepanova Kosenkina, the 
‘Consul automatically made him- 
-gelf liable to criminal prosecution 
in U. S. courts even under the 
Soviet interpretation of interna- 
tional law.

The Taft-Hartley Act's First Year 


The Taft-Hartley Labor Law came 
into full effect a year ago to the accom- 
paniment of fire-and-brimstone denuncia- 
tion by labor leaders. Their cries of 
“slave labor” screamed from the head- 
lines, the radio and the rostrum. There 
were militant mutterings that the act 
would become the major issue of the 1948 
campaign. Huge “war chests’ were an- 
nounced to fight the re-election of every 
one of the overwhelming majority of 
Representatives and Senators who had 
voted for the law. 


_ On this anniversary of the Labor- 
Management Act of 1947, which is the 
official title of the law, a diligent search 
fails to reveal a single instance of a la- 
borer being enslaved under its terms. At 
least, not unless the labor leaders con- 
sider the highest wages in history, the 
best working conditions and the greatest 
number of union members the mark of 
enslavement. 


Likewise, there have been fewer strikes 
and production has risen steadily because 
of the time lost from strikes and disputes 
has been reduced. Strikes, for instance, 
declined 43 percent from Aug. 22, 1947, 
when the Taft-Hartley Law came into 
full effect, and June 30, 1948, from the 
same period of.the previous year. Time 
lost from strikes fell 36 percent and the 
number of “wildcat,” or unauthorized 
strikes decreased a great deal. 


Despite shrieks of labor leaders that 
provisions of the Taft-Hartley act giving 
free speech to employers in labor matters 
would result in a great loss in union mem- 
bership, that membership has in fact in- 
creased. There now are about 16,000,000 
union members in the nation, whereas last 
year at this time the figure was slightly 
in excess of 15,000,000. These figures in- 
dicate the union movement is basically 
stronger than the labor leaders themselves 
suspected. In opposing free speech for 
employers they only betrayed anxiety 
over their own positions, indicating they 
were not willing to risk exposing work- 
ers to both sides of an argument. 

Nevertheless, unions are winning elec- 
tions today in about the same proportion 
as before the Taft-Hartley Act. Up until 
June 30 unions had won 1,771 elections 
and lost 628. In the same period a year 
previous they won 3,796 and lost 1,308. 

The new labor law, moreover, has 
been largely responsible for the move to 
clean out Communists from labor unions. 
There are several Communist-dominated 
unions left, but other unions gradually 
are drawing away from them. 

There are legitimate criticisms of the 
Taft-Hartley Act and doubtless it will be 
amended from time to time. But on the 
whole its operation during the first year 
has been pleasing to the public and there 
is little likelihood of any major changes 
soon.

recounted how Mrs. Smith, a Navy clerk-stenographer in the Panama Canal Zone, was prevented 
from marrying Petty Officer Robert Jones; how she answered a remarkable questionnaire and how, 
in March of this year, she was charged with disloyalty to her country. 


ainst the advice of the Navy legal officer, 
Mrs.'Smith, a woman of considerable spirit, im- 
mediately demanded a hearing before the loyalty 
board of the Fifteenth Naval District. 


Most of the questioning, conducted by Com- 
mander Joe E. Munster, concerned certain radi- 
cal outbursts which took place in the ‘30s on 
California campuses, while Mrs. Smith was go- 
ing to college. This in itself raises the question 
whether having indulged years ago in left-wing 
college shenanigans is really evidence of disloy- 
alty to the United States. 


At any rate, it came out at the hearing that 
the radical activities which had aroused the sus- 
picion of Mrs. Smith’s accusers had taken place 
at the University of California at Los Angeles. 
It also came out that Mrs. Smith had attended 
‘the University of Southern California, apparently 
a far more decorous institution than UCLA. This 
being established, Commander Munster then 
asked hopefully, “Did you ever have occasion— 
did you ever adrift over there (to UCLA) when 
one of these affairs was going on?” “No, I never,” 
Mrs. Smith replied, and then nervously volun- 
teered that she had belonged the women’s debate 
team in her freshman year. 


The rest of the hearing, which would have 
been funny were it not for its serious implica- 
tions, was conducted on about the same level 
of intelligence. Mrs. Smith denied that she 
had belonged to various radical youth organiza- 
tions and, in another pathetic attempt to estab- 
lish her respectability, volunteered that she had 
been “very active in the University Methodist 
Church.” She denied ever having used a false 
mame and denied haying had subversive con- 
tacts with ? number of people she had never 
heard of. hen Commander Munster remarked: 
“I don’t believe I have any more questions to 
ask,”- and that was that. 

A few days later, on leave in New Orleans, 
Mrs. Smith and Petty Officer Jones were mar- 
ried, fully believing that the whole silly mess 
had at last been cleared up. Then, on their 
honeymoon, she was notified by Rear Admiral 


F. W. Hanson that she was suspended without 
pay, because “grounds exist for the belief that 
you are disloyal to the Government.” It thus be- 
came part of the official records of the United 
States that Mrs. Smith was a traitor to her 
country, or a potential traitor. 

Many Government employees ,in like cases, 
have bitterly or resignedly accepted their fate. 
The spunky Mrs. Smith did not. She had al- 
ready written to her Congresswoman, Helen Ga- 
hagen Douglas, describing the circumstances. 
Mrs. Douglas had investigated, received count- 
less angry assurances of Mrs. Smith’s loyalty 
and referred the matter to Paul Porter, former 
OPA Administrator and Washington lawyer. 


It is not known why Mrs. Smith was ac- 
cused ix the first place. Perhaps her tolerant 
racial views.made her suspect. Perhaps it was 
a case of mistaken identity—it is alarming that 
no less than 41 out of the first 245 FBI full 
field investigations under the loyalty order 
turned out to be cases of mistaken identity. 
Perhaps it was a combination of both. At any 
rate, the Navy Board, prodded by Porter and 
“after complete and careful review of all the 
evidence,” immediately reinstated Mrs. Smith 
with back pay and wholly exonerated her. 


Thus the case of Mrs. Smith has ended hap- 
pily. Many others have not. One thing seems 
clear. The stupidity and bumbling in the han- 
dling of many loyalty’ cases and th eager head- 
line-seeking of men like J. Parnell Thomas are 
no answer to the very real problem of security. 
Yet the answer must be found. -It can best 
be found by a commission of men of undoubted 
intelligence and integrity, men like Dwight Eisen- 
hower, Learned Hand, Justice Owen Roberts. 
Such a commission, meeting in secret, could con- 
sider coldly, carefully and intelligently the 
whole troubling, and immensely difficult prob- 
lem of the relationship between national secur- 
ity and the personal liberty and personal dig- 
nity of people like Mrs. Ann Smith. .

Major Defeat 
Of Soviet Policy 


Most of the boys have had a shot at the 
Truman Doctrine in Greece. 

It was not popular. The Greek Government 
was corrupt and undemocratic. It was a government of special 
privilege. It was a government which allowed its fat cats to get 
most of the benefit out of the American aid sent to Greece and the 
people who needed it got little of it. 

Things got a little better when King George II died. King Paul 
took over. He had a better idea of the problem but he was handi- 


capped by the fact that the top men in his country, and too many | 
of the influential Greek-Americans, were more interested in them- | 


selves than in the welfare of the Greek people. 


Doctrine The Truman. Doctrine was created in early 1947. It 
involved sending American dollars, machines, mili- 
tary advisers and technicians to Greece. 

It was a decision which had to be made in a hurry. 

History already is recording that Harry Truman was right. 
The Greek chapter in the Truman recard will be one of the best. 
In 1946 We have got to go back to February of 1946. The Soviets 

were demanding British troops be immediately with- 
drawn from Greece. The British Foreign Secretary, Ernest Bevin, 
engaged in a hot debate with the Soviet’s Vishinsky, a debate in 
which the British representative talked harshly, and demanded to 
know “what the motive was” for demanding all Britain’s troops 
be removed. 

Within‘a few days, one finds by going back to the records, the 
world had its answer. In the Soviet Union the official publications 
were talking about the need for “a clear recognition of the strategic 
— of the Soviet Union: in the-Mediterranean and the Middle 

ast.” 

There also began to be border incidents. 


By February’s end Great Britain's acute financial crisis 
caused her to notify the United States she would have 
to witndraw the troops or have help. 

Then and there Truman had to make a decision. 

He’ had to go to the Congress and to the people and tell them 


that the United States had to move into Greece—had to fill the 


vacuum created by the British financial disaster. 

We now know that the Communists cleverly used (and still 
use) the natural antipathy for the Greek Royalist Government, 
with its protection of collaborators and worse, to oppose this move. 
But, Truman got it through. It was—and has continued to be— 
bitterly criticized. 

We know that had he not done so—had the Communist propa- 
ganda had its way, there would have been no troops in Greece 
and the guerrillas, armed by the Soviets through 


Soviets, would have won in Greece. They would have set up 
another minority party, which would have been supported by 
Soviet arms and terror, and we would have had Soviet power 
outflanking the Dardanelles, Soviet power dominating the Eastern 
Mediterranean, and we likely would have had Soviet forces in 
charge of Iran and most of the Middle East. 

That was what the Soviets were seeking in the fight for Greece. 
This was what President Truman knew. 

* 
He acted. Today the end apparently is near for Soviet 
guerrillas in Greece. The West has won more than a military 
campaign. It has defeated one of the important ob‘ectives of Soviet 
foreign policy. 

Had not Harry S. Truman and the United States accepted re- 
sponsibility in 1946, the map of Europe would be different from 
what it is today and the cause of liberty for the individual and for 
nations would be all but lost insofar as Europe would be con- 
cerned. Turkey, for example, would have fallen by now. Turkey 
would go whichever way Greece went. 

The military campaign is not ended. Presumably reliable re- 
ports Nave it that the guerrillas are retreating across the line into 
Albania—from whence most of them came. 

The Greek Government remains wasteful, inefficient and is 
lacking in many democratic qualities. But, it was elected in an 


election which was, according to American official observers, as 


free as one could be in that strifetorn country. The Communists 
withheld their members from voting, but there was no way to 
avoid that. 


Proved Reform in the Greek Government can now be carried 
out by the people. The American Committee will re 
main. It is not pro-Royalist. 


But, the Truman Doctrine—so long decried, has proved itself | 


able to meet and defeat one of the major Soviet policies—to snatch 
contro! of the Mediterranean, of Greece, Turkey and the Middle 
East. 

Added to that must be the success of the Marshall Plan in de- 
feating Communism in the first major Italian election 
giving France a chance to find its way to its traditional position 
as a Republic, not a totalitarian Soviet-controlled state.
